Expect Fire Season to Continue 


As the Breeze went to press, a spokesperson for 
the Oregon Department of Forestry reported 
that fire season continues in Clatsop County. 
Burning is prohibited during fire season, which 
usually extends from July to October, but var- 
ies from year to year depending on the 
weather. For current information on fire sea- 
son, call the local office of the Department of 
Forestry at 503-325-5451. When burning is 
permitted—and before you burn—see “Fire 
and Smoke” in your copy of the Surf Pines As- 
sociation Owners’ Guide, 2008-2009. pages 10- 
11, for guidelines on burning small amounts of 
debris and the policy on disposing of large 
amounts of debris. 
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Place Political Signs Only on Private Property 


As election day approaches, note that, according to 
county regulations, signs, including political signs, 
are to be placed only on private property, not on the 
association's right of way along the roads of Surf 
Pines. The association does not participate in any 
political campaign, as stated in its articles of incor- 
poration, and political signs are not to be placed on 
its right of way. 


Report Hunting in Surf Pines 


During hunting season, remember that hunting of 
any kind is prohibited in Surf Pines. Any hunting 
should be reported to John Gates (503-738-0637), 
the security/maintenance manager. who reports the 
hunting, in turn, to the Oregon State Police, the 
Oregon Department of Fish and Wildlife, and the 
Security Committee. Do not confront a hunter. Do 
not endanger yourself. But do get as complete a de- 
scription as possible of the hunter and the occur- 
rence of hunting, including time and place. 





Hunting is prohibited in Surf Pines.

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Recovery Nears Completion ne ail

The Surf Pines Association is nearing completion of the recovery from the devastating wind storm of 
December 2-3, 2007. The 3-phase recovery focuses on the association's properties, the park, and the 
right of way. 


Phase 1 was removing the trees that were either destroyed by the storm or damaged so severely that 
they could not be saved. This phase, managed by members of the Board of Directors and the Roads and 
Grounds Committee and performed by Trail’s End Recovery. began early in January 2008 and was 
completed by the end of April. 


Phase 2 was pruning the trees that were damaged but could be saved. This phase, managed by mem- 
bers of the board and the committee and performed by Arbor Care Tree Specialists, was completed on 
the right of way in mid August. A bit of work in the park remains to be completed. 


Phase 3 is replanting trees. This phase is scheduled for later this autumn, when the rains will increase 
the chances of success. 


The funds from the $250 assessment, $98,250, are being used exclusively for the recovery. Through the 
end of August, $69,199.20 has been spent on the recovery and $29,050.80 remains to complete it. 


Paralleling the recovery on the association’s properties, the park, and the right of way is the remark- 
able recovery by members on their private properties. Members were asked to clean up the dead and 
dying trees and brush on their properties by the first of May. Most complied with that request. In mid 
May, letters were sent to the owners of approximately 60 properties with a request for prompt cleanup 
to minimize the wildfire hazard. Almost all of these owners complied with that request. The remaining 
few were sent a follow-up letter. And, as the Breeze went to press, only a couple of properties still re- 
quired cleanup. 


I thank all of you for managing the recovery on your private properties. You have made a significant 
contribution to the recovery throughout Surf Pines.

Approximately 120 members participated in the Annual Meeting with 90 present in person and 30 
more present by proxy. The president and committee chairpersons highlighted the Surf Pines Associa- 
tion’s significant accomplishments during the past fiscal year. Members elected a director, amended 





the “Bylaws,” approved an annual budget, and transacted other business.

President and Committees Highlight Accomplishments 


Don Kruger, President, highlighted some of the association’s most significant accomplishments during 
the year: 


Establishing a strategy for recovery from the devastating wind storm of December 2-3, 2007 
Completing phase 1 of the recovery 
Increasing the reliability of the gates by redesigning and reinstalling the scissor arms 
Sponsoring social events to promote positive community relations within Surf Pines 
Publishing new editions of the Owners’ Guide and the Directory for 2008-2009 
Hiring Dan Bartlett as the administrator for the association 
Ken Weber, Chairperson, highlighted the Roads and Grounds Committee’s accomplishments: 
Managing storm recovery on the association’s properties, roads. and right of way 
Executing the “Surf Pines Pavement Management Plan” by repaving part of Malarkey 
Preventing flooding on the roads during the winter with de-watering pumps 
Completing the parking area at the meeting house by building an attractive and protective fence 


Al Beck, Lee Casaleggio, 
Wayne Fleming. Jeff Hall. Dave Lukens, and Bob McWhirter. plus Dan Bartlett and John Gates.

Lee Casaleggio, Chairperson, highlighted the Safety and Security Committee’s accomplishments: 
Maintaining the gates—and achieving record reliability in their operation 
Monitoring speed on the roads 
Improving sight lines on the roads 
Posting “Neighborhood Watch” signs at the gates 
Lee thanked the members of the committee for their work: Burr Allegaert, Jim Cooper, Jeff Hall, Gene 
Keever, Joe Shea, Mark Whisler, and Tom Wilcox, plus Dan Bartlett and John Gates. 
And Norma Keever, Chairperson, highlighted the Community Relations Committee’s accomplishments: 
Developing and distributing a calendar of events in Surf Pines 
Managing the seasonal social events 
Sponsoring the annual garage sale 
Providing the Directory for 2008-2009 and cumulative quarterly updates 
Norma thanked the members of the committee for their work: Colleen Casaleggio, Lee Casaleggio. 
Bonny Groshong. Robin Rhodes, Bonnie Rogie. Tracy Sherrell, and Katie Weber. 
Members Elect Director 
One director was to be elected to replace Don Kruger, whose term expired. The Nominating Committee, 
chaired by Don and including Wayne Fleming and Katie Weber, nominated three candidates for the 


open position on the board: Don Bowman, Geraldine Fouts, and Clarke Powers. With no additional 
candidates nominated from the floor, the membership voted as follows:

Geraldine Fouts 38 
Clarke Powers 17 











Members elected Gheri Fouts to the board.

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Report on the Annual Meeting (Continued) a 
Members Amend “Bylaws” 


Members considered a proposed amendment to Section 9.6, “Collection,” in the “Bylaws” with the italics 
indicating additions to the current text and the underline indicating a deletion: 


“Should any owner fail or refuse to pay the invoice amount including the late charges. the Board of Di- 
rectors is authorized to bring any and all necessary and appropriate action, including but not limited to 
placing a lien and foreclosing on the assessed property to collect the amount owed. The Association shall 
be entitled to collect its attorneys’ fees and any and all costs incurred during the lien and/or foreclosure process.” 


Presenting the amendment, Don Kruger, President, stated that it clarifies this section of the bylaws by 
explicitly entitling the association to collect attorneys’ fees and any and all costs incurred during the lien 
and/or foreclosure process. Don explained that the rationale for the amendment is that it enables the 
board to address, for example, an owner's failure or refusal to pay an invoice amount of $1000 without 
the association’s having to pay attorneys’ fees of $2000 to collect the $1000. 


The association's legal counsel, Dan Van Thiel, recommended the amendment. The discussion focused on 
the need for the amendment and the wording of it. After the discussion, members approved the amend- 
ment by a vote of 65 to 23. 


Members Approve Annual Budget 


Members considered a proposed annual budget for fiscal year 2008-2009 that was developed by the 
Budget Committee, chaired by Dave Lukens, Treasurer, and including Gheri Fouts, Norma Keever, Don 
Kruger, Bob McWhirter, Clarke Powers, and Tom Wilcox. 


Presenting the budget in his capacity as the chairperson of the Budget Committee, Dave illustrated a 

trend in the budgets of the association during the past several years: while dues remained steady at $100 

per quarter. expenses trended upward and cash reserves trended downward. In an effort to reverse the 
downward trend in cash reserves, Dave explained that the committee considered budgets based on dues 
up to $170 per quarter before recommending to the board a budget based on dues of $150 per quarter and 
an alternate budget based on dues of $135 per quarter. The board submitted to the membership the 
budget based on dues of $135 per quarter. 


A lively discussion focused on the increase in dues. After the discussion, members approved the budget 
by a vote of 58 to 30. 


Members Transact Other Business 


In addition to electing a director, considering the proposed amendment to the “Bylaws,” and considering 
the proposed annual budget. members transacted other business during the meeting. 


Members were presented with a motion from the floor to spend $12.000 from Development funds to pay 
down the mortgage on the security house. They approved the motion by a vote of 39 to 30. 


In the context of a discussion of developing more powerful bylaws to protect property values, members 
were presented with another motion from the floor to establish a committee to review the bylaws and 
report to the membership at the next Annual Meeting. They approved the motion by a vote of 37 to 12.
